HAVE already began to 
ſhew the Abbot Goulde 
in his own juſt Colours, 
by publiſhing” in a ſmall 
Pamphlet ſome occaſional

This 
Miſſionary has quoted it in a Letter to a Gentle- 
man ot Low Poitou; which he has been plea- 
ſed to entitle, The rrue Belief of the Catholick 
Church. His Deſignu was to prove by this Col-

lect, that the Church of England pays the ſame 
Honour to the glorified Saints, as what he calls 
the Catholick Church does when ſhe ſays to 
them, Pray for us. But I have convicted him 
of Four notorious Falſhoods, and a groſs Over- 
ſight, if not a Fifth Fraud. 


F. II. Some Time aſter having written thoſe 
occaſional Paragraphs, I had the good Fortune 
to meet with a Copy of Mr. Goulde's Letter, 
printed in the Year 1717. to which are annex d 
two other Pieces written by him; the one en- 
titled, Proofs of the Doctrine of the Church 
grounded upon boly Scripture, &c. The other 
he calls, RefleFions upon the general Conformity 
of the Eaſtern Chriftians with the Catholick 
Church, & c. I am alſo informed that there 
have been Five Editions of his Letter printed : 
The Firſt in the Year 1705, the Second in 
1710, the Third in 1713, the Fourth in 1717; 
and the Fifth in 1721. To the Fourth Edition 
(which is that I now make uſe of) there is pre- 
fix d a Mandate of the moſt Il/nſirious and moſt 
Reverend Jean Claude, Lord Biſhop of Poitiers, 
dated from his Epiſcopal Palace the 2oth of De- 
cember, 1710. This Prelate ſpeaks extremely 
well of the Abbot and his Book, and mentions 
one Thing which ought to be taken notice of, 
That it has been printed at the King's Charges. 
By theſe Five Editions of his Book in Sixteen 
Years, which the King too has detrayd, and 
by the Church Preferments Which have * 
| | Go | 
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beftow'd upon him, as a Reward for what nge 
was doing, we may plainly fee how much in 
France they value both his Perſon and his Wri- *# 
tings, for the Inſtruction of thoſe they call 
New Converts in that Countrey ; and yet one 
would think, that thoſe Knaveries of his, which I "x 
have expos dand laid open to publickView,would Rv 
be ſufficient to ſhew, that far from deſerving 1 
the leaſt Eſteem, there is no Man who has com- 9 
mon Honeſty but ſhould deſpiſe him, and be 2 
filled with Indignation at his Name. A very | 
wretched and very bad Uſe has been made of | 
that Part of the Royal Treaſury, which has 
been laid out upon the Impreſſions of this 
Book. Nor: is this all ; by the unjuſt and un- 
worthy Uſe the moſt Chriſtian King's Money 
has been put to, a notorious and moſt deadly 
Affront has been offer d his Crown, by making 
it ſubſervient to the Iniquities of ſo errant an 
Impoſtor.

F. III. Let no one be offended at this Ex- 
preſſion, or any other of the ſame Nature, 
which I may make uſe of in the ſequel of this 
Work, when ſpeaking of him. Tis juſt, 'tis 
neceſſary to paint him as near the Life as poſſi- 
ble. And can one in too ſtrong a Manner tell 
him of his Crimes? If, as God himſelf has 

- commanded, we muſt not ſpare Jacob, What 
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Favour, what Privilege can an Eſau like him 
expect? He has as little Reaſon ro complain, 

that we are wanting in Point of Civility to- 
wards him, as would a falſe Witneſs legally 
convicted of Perjury, or a Thief often caught 
in, the very Fact. Nor is this all, I would not 
in any Thing be thought like the incomparable 
Mr. Goulde. This Impoſtor, who never had 
his Fellow, I believe, can utter the groſſeſt and 
moſt impudent Falſhoods againſt us in the ſoſt- 
eſt and more demure Manner . 
whilſt T,. on the other Hand, will utter certain 
and moſt evident Truths againſt him in the 

ſtrongeſt Terms I can find: And this J am ſure 

| of, be my Expreſſions never ſo ſevere, tis im- 

poſſible they ſhould come up to what he de

F. IV. That I may proceed in diſcovering 
and confounding Part of his Impoſtures, I will 
begin by-that which immediately follows thoſe 

Four or Five of which I have already convict- 
ed him in his Quotation of the ColeF uſed by 
the Church of England on the Feſtival of St. 
Michael. After having thus falſely quoted it, 
he goes on, p. 20. 1 further aſſert, That the 
Church pays no other Honour to the glorifi- 
« ed Saints in Heaven in her Invocation of 
© them, than what was formerly paid them by 
ee the Proteſtant Church of France in that 
Prayer addreſs d to them [ N. B.] in the iſt 
« Verſe of the 148th Pſa/m, thus verſifie in

This is what Mr. Goulde furt ber aſſerts, 
and in my turn I further aſſert , That he is at

Imagination, that one would not think a being, 
which wears the Shape of Man could be capa- 
ble of em.

“Head of the Church and Chapter of Thou- 
* avs : you rave, Mr. Miſſionary, who are at 
« Work for the Inſtruction of the New Con- 
<« verts, under the Direction of the Lord Bi- 
« ſhop of Poitiers; as you your {elf tell us, 
F* g. 35. Muſt not you have wholly loſt your 
s Senſes, if you are really capable of believing 
* that the ſix Lines, which you have taken out 
* of the Pſalms uſed by the Proteſtant Church 
“0 of France, are a Prayer addreſs d by ber to 
© the Angels, and glorifyd Saints? Can you 
« make any Thing more of the two laſt, than

F. VI. That — rs fully be con- 

vinced of Mr. Goulde's Knavery and Folly, let 
us read the whole Pſalm; and 'then we ſhall 
find the Sacred Writer. addreſſing himſelf to the 
Heavens, and the Waters above the Heavens, 
to Fire and Hail, Snow and Vapours, Wind and 
Storm, Mountains and Hills, fruitful N 
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and Cedars, Beaſts and all Cattel, Worms and 


feathered Fowl, Kings of the Earth, and all 
People , Princes and Judges of the World ; 
young Men and Maidens, old Men and Chil- 
dren. And are all theſe Objects of Invocati- 
on:? When the Roman. Carbolicks ſay or ling 
this Pſalm, do they, any more than the Prote- 
ſtants, think of invoking all thoſe Beings of 
whom mention is there made? Did ever fo ex- 
travagant a Thought enter into the Mind of a 
Zew £ He ſurely muſt be mad, that cannot ſee 
the vaſt Difference there is between Mering up 
Prayers to theſe Beings, and the urging them 
ina Rhetorical or Poetical Strain to praiſe the 
Lord. Otherwiſe, it would be invoking all 
theſe Creatures, whether Rational or Irrational, 
Animate or Inanimate. 


7. How muſt we triumph to ſee the He- 

Gor, 5 Achilles, the Alexander, the Ceſar of 
Miſſionaries, ſer up in France by the learned 
and pious Prelates of that Kingdom, to have 
an Eye over the Inſtruction of the New Con- 
verts, reduced to ſo notorious an Extravagance 2 
Is it poſſible this Performance of his ſhould be 
approved by Biſhops and Doctors ? Could the 
Royal Treaſure be laviſhed in a more ſcanda- 
lous Manner, than by applying it it to defray the 
Charges of Five Editions of that Book, in the 
Space of Sixteen Years? A thouſand times leſs 
diſhonourably would that Money: have been 
' em-

employ d in printing at the © Louvre Preſi the 
Pine: Neuf Ballads. Make the worſt of theſe 
Songs, they are but Trifles and Nonſenſe ; but 
here beſides nonſenſical Trifles, the Work 
abounds with Impoſtures in Points of Religion, 
where the Cheat is beyond Compariſon , far 
more odious and more flagrant than in any other 
Caſe. I have often indeed heard, that the Ir;ſh 
Clergy in France are reckon d terrible Logici- 
ans; and this is the Reaſon that there is found 
amongſt them ſo many private 4 Teachers of 
Philoſophy. But be their Talent never ſo great 
in that Art, or that Science; (for I would give 
it the moſt honourable Name they themſelves 
could deſire, } J ſhould not have thought that 
any of them, though he reckoned himſelf ne- 
ver © skilful a Logician , ſhould have form'd a 
Notion of making that Argument be accounted 
ſolid by any rational Creature, for which a Man 
muſt infallibly be hiſsd and Cat- call d in any 
Place beſides a Bedlam. 


. 8. I now return to my chief Deſign 
which is to ſhew the Knavery and Blunders of 
Mr. Gould? in making the Church of England 
entertain n Opinions favourable to thoſe of the

Church of Rome : And to this End I ſhall pro- 
ceed on that Point which relates to the Invo- 
cation of Saints. I have already obſerved, that 
this Miſſionary has added in his Letter to a Gen- 
tleman of Low Poitou, a Piece of which IT have 
only repeated Part of the Title, which runs 
thus: Proofs of the Doctrine of the Church 
grounded upon Holy Scripture , by way of An- 
ſwer to a Libel, Entitled, An Antidote againſt 
the Letter of a Miſſinnary,, concerning the 
«© Belief of the Church of Rome.” By this 
Writing it appears, that the anonymous Au- 
thor of the Antidote had in Anſwer to the 
Abbot ſaid, That it was falſe that the Church 
of England had ever approved the Invocation 
of Saints ſince the Time of its Separation 
from the Church of Rome. To which the Ab- 
bot replies, p. 22. I have advanced nothing on 
this Head but what is ſirifly true. And he 
goes about to juſtify this Aſſertion by © two 
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2 Mm: Gouldes Reply ſufficiently juſtifies what F faid'in 
my Prefad®, and of which I have ſeparately publiſh'd that 
Part which concerns him. „ Diſputes are endleſs, 
« or at leaſt remain undecided for ever, becauſe thoſe who 
ce begin them through Knavery or Impudence maintain them 
by the ſame Means, Tis in vain you give ſolid Anſwers; 
«© if they never reply, yet will they boaſt that the whole An- 
„ ſwer was extravagantly filly ; and that not one Stroke in it 
© was Home, or to the Purpoſe. If they do reply, to main- 
© tain one Falſhood, they will freely make uſe of another. 
« Fillacia alia aliam trudit. By the Sequel it will eaſily ap- 
Pear how incomparable a Man the Miſſionary is in this 

ay. | | 
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Proofs, of which this is the firſt ; © The Expo- 
/« ſition of Faith, made by Henry the VIIIth 
© as Head of the Church of England, up- 
© on the Invocation of Saints, is a Proof of it; 
ce that Prince having order d, that the People 
« ſſjould be taught that it was mete to offer up 
« Prayers to the Saints.” But this far from 
being a folid Proof is entirely ridiculous, and 
founded upon a- pitiful Quibble. Henry the 
VIIIth fell out with Rome only on Account 
of the Authority uſurpd by the Pope beyond 
the Biſhoprick of that City, and which he 
claims over all the Churches of the World, as 
if he was undoubtedly their Head ; bat in the 
main, that Monarch remained zealouſly at- 
tachd to the Doctrine and Worſhip of the 
Church of Rome, equally deſtroying thoſe who 
would not acknowledge his Supremacy over 
the Church in his own Dominions, and thoſe 
who denied certain Tenets of the Church of 
Rome, as Tranſubſtantiation, and ſuch like:

Thus the Church of 
England was not divided from that of Rome in 
Points of Doctrine and Worſhip till under the 
Reign of Edward the VIth, tie Son and im- 
mediate Succeſſor of Henry the VIIth : And 
it evidently appears, that 'tis from this laſt 
Ara that the Author of the Antidote dates * 
if

Separation of the eu: of England from that 
of Rome. Tis therefore in a very aukward 
Manner that Mr. Gould? turns his Back upon 
good Senſe, and makes himſelf ridiculous by 


pretending to confute this Author by a Proof 


previous to the Date, which he doubtleſs meant, 
and the only one he cou d poſſibly, mean. 


F. IX. But as bad as his firſt Proof appears 
to be, yet it is by much more excuſable than 
the Second. The former is only ridiculous, 
but we cannot ſay tis founded upon a direct 
Falſhood, whereas we juſtly have both thoſe 


Objections to the latter. Mr. Goulde makes 


uſe of the following Expreſſions , which onght 
to be engraved on ſomething more laſting than 
Marble or Braſs, that they may remain an eter- 
nal Monument of his Infamy. * But it was 


not only under the Reign of Henry VIII.

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done it N. B.] in the Days of King James 
the Firſt, as we are aſſured by Caſaubon the 
* moſt learned Doctor of the Engliſh Proteſtant

* Perron. I mult ſtop here, to take a little 
notice of our Miſfionary's Affectation in this 
 Encomium. He plainly ſhews us, that he is 
not the propereſt Perſon that could be pitched 
upon for Maſter of the Ceremonies to thoſe

great Men, who have made a Figure in the

learned World. Had he known Caſaubon, he 
would never have called him the moſt learned 
Doctor of the Engliſh Proteſtant Religion. He 
was a perfect Maſter of the Greek Tongue, and 
well vers'd in the Knowledge of all the ancient 
Heathen Writers, but he never diſtinguiſh d 
himſelf in Matters of Religion, or in our Con- 
troverſies with the Church of Rome. And in- 
deed a Man muſt be endeavouring to make 
himſelf a laughing- Stock, when he calls him a 
Doctor of the Engliſh Proteſtant Religion, who 
was neither an Engliſhmen, nor a Doctor of 
Divinity, nor even a Clergyman of the Church 
of England; and who at moſt ſpent but the 
* ſix or ſeven laſt Years of his Life in this King- 
dom with King Fames the Firſt, and that not 
in the Character of a Divine, or a Champion 
in Controverſies ; but as one of the, firſt Rate 
Literati, and excellently well versd in every 
Kind of Antique and Polite Learning ; and he 
only ſerved that Prince as his Secretary, when he 
anſwered the Cardinal du Perron. Ido not know 
of any other Work in which he was concerned in 
our Diſputes with the Church of Rome. For his 
critical Notes upon ſome Places of the Scri- 
pture, and his Animadverſions upon the Annals 
of Baronius, cannot be conſidered in that Light. 
T fancy I ſhould be heartily laugh'd at by the 
Publick, was I to telt them Scaliger, Sammaiſe 
and Bayle were the moſt learned Doctors of the 
Proteſtant Religion in Holland, becauſe they 


did and have writ ſome Things upon certain 
ch | # . Mat- | 
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Matters of Religion. I only fay this to give 
ſome little Notion of Mr. Goulde's Genius, who 
without being in the leaſt acquainted with the 
Learned, or their particular Talents, ſpeaks of 
em according to the Dictates of his own nar- 
row Fancy, in hopes of drawing ſome Advan- 
tage from it, by throwing Duſt into his Rea- 
ders Eyes. But let us come to his Quotation 
of Caſaubon , the chief Thing in Queſtion ; 
he delivers it in theſe Words : 

. 10, *© His Majeſty approves that the 
“Church of England ſhould on certain Days 
of the Year celebrate the Memory of the 
« ever Bleſſed Virgin; he honours the bleſſed 
« Martyrs and other Saints now reigning with 
« Chriſt the Head, both of the one and of the 
cc other Church, the Triumphant and the Mi- 
« litant : He does not * Doubt praying to the 
« Saints for the Neceſſities of the Church, and 
© believes that their Prayers are not uſeleſs.” 
The Poſition which he is here proving, and 
which, as I deſired it might be particularly ta- 
ken notice of, I have mark'd with a double 
Nota bene, is this: In the Days of King James 
the Firſt, the Church of England endeavoured 
to induce thoſe of her Communion to the Invo- 
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f The Word Doubt in this Place is not Engliſh, it ought 
rather to have been tranſlated, He does not Scruple. But Mr, 
Goulde having made uſe of the French Word Doute, which is 
here very improper, and Part of his Equivocation being 
founded upon it, I was to render it literally by Doubt. 
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cation of Saints. And pray how docs Mr. 
Goulde prove this Poſition 2 Does he produce 
any Declaration of the Church of England 
made in thoſe Days by a general Convocation, 
or in any other publick Manner, by which ſhe 
revokes , deſtroys and annuls the Sentence 
againſt the Invocation of Saints, which ſhe had 
pronounced in ſuch ſtrong and explicit Words in 
her Articles of Religion? For in the 22d ſhe 
expreſly ſays, The Romiſh Doctrine concern- 
ing Purgatory, ——— and alſo the Invoca- 
“ tion of Saints, is a fond Thing, vainly in- 
£ vented and grounded upon no” Warranty of 
* Scripture, but rather repugnant to the Word 
of God. No, Mr. Goulde produces nothing 
like this, or any Thing that's within a hundred 
thouſand Leagues of it. But let us analytical- 
ly examine his Proof, and we ſhall find that his 
Poſition is as much contained in it, as Green- 
land in the Torrid Zone. 


F. XI. Caſaubon, ſays he, aſſures us, That 
in the Days of King James the Firſt, the Church 
of England endeavoured to induce thoſe of her 
Communion to the Invocation of Saints. But 
how does he aſſure this? At firſt, ſpeaking of 
King James, he ſays, His Majeſty approves 
that the” Church of England ſhould on certain 
Days of the Tear celebrate the Memory of the 
ever-bleſſed Virgin. And this is all the menti- 
on Caſaubon makes of the Church of yn wa 
which is certainly very far from inſin 1 55 | 
| that 
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that. the Church of England endeavoured to 
incline thoſe of her Communion to the Invo- 
cation of Saints. But let. us proceed. He (his 
Majeſty). honours the bleſſed Martyrs and other 
Saints now reigning with Chriſt the Head, both 
of the one and of the other Church, the Tri- 
 umphant and the Militant. All this ſurely does 
not concern the Church of England, which is 
not ſo much as mentioned. Here is nothing 


ſpoke of but the King's own private Opinion, 


we cannot therefore conclude from hence, that 


the Church of England endeavoured to induce 


thoſe of her Communion to the Invocation of 
Saints ; altho' this Opinion of King Fames the 
Firſt ſhould favour theirs concerning the Invo- 
cation. of Saints, which is far from being true, 
for there is a wide Difterence between honouring 
the bleſſed Martyrs, and other glorified Saints, 
and endeavouring to induce People to the Invo- 
cation of them. There is no Proteſtant but will 
admit the former of theſe Ideas as heartily as 
he rejects the latter. 
F. XII. Laſtly, The Abbot's Quotation of 
Caſaubon ſets forth, that his Majeſty does not 
doubt praying to the Saints for the Neceſſities of 
the Church, and believes that their Prayers are 
not uſeleſs. Let us, tor a While, ſuppoſe this 
Quotation to be as true and juſt as it is really 
falſe, I would ask by what Rule, either of Lo- 
gick or of good Senſe, our Miſſionary has 
_ Urawn his Concluſion. His Argument form d 
Syllogiſtically would run thus: |

Let us, as I before ſaid, for a while pals 
over the Minor of this Argyment. Where is 
the Man endowed with common. Senſe, who 
would not laugh 'at the Sequel, which con- 
cludes, that becauſe King Fames did a certain 
Thing in Matters of Religion, therefore the 
Church of England muſt be thought to induce 
her Members to do the ſame ; altho it plainly 
appears to be a Thing contrary to the Con- 
feſſion of her Faith, in one of her Articles of 
Religion ? And muſt not a Man be mad indeed 
to admit of ſo extravagant a Concluſion 2? 


F. XIII. All the Excuſe that the greateſt Ca- 


viller could imagine, to fave Mr. Goulde's Ho- 


nour a little, and to prevent the World's be- 


lieving his Faculty of Reaſoning was in a ra- 


ving Fit, would be to ſay, That he has conſi- 


der d King James the Firſt as the acknowledged. 
Head and Supreme Governor of the Church of 


England. But J cannot think that macs © he 
4 im- 
\ 
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himſelf, or any body for him , would be bold 
enough to make uſe of this Quirk. I would 
draw a Conſequence from it that ſhould gravel 
every one, and make em ſweat Water and 
Blood , who acknowledge the Pope for the 


Head of the Catholick Church It would be 


neceſſary only to ſhew that ſuch and ſuch Popes 
believed and practiſed certain Things , to con- 


clude from thence that the Catholick Church in 


their Days endeavoured to induce her Members 
to believe and practiſe the fame. For Exam- 
ple, I would ſay, that Pope Zachary in a Let- 
ter to Boniface, Archbiſhop of Ments, ſays, 
That Chriſtians ought not to cat of the Fleſh 
of a Hare, and that they ought to abſtain from 
raw Bacon till after Eaſter ; and from thence I 
would conclude, that in his Time the Catho- 
lick Church endeavour'd to inculcate this Opi- 
nion in all her Members. Pope Fohn XXII. 
believed that the Souls of the Righteous parted 
from their Bodies, did not enjoy the Preſence 
of God, nor would enjoy it till after the grear 
Day of Judgment ; an Error which was con- 
demn'd by the Doctors of Divinity in Paris; at- 
ter which King Philip de Valois ſent to the 


Pope, inſiſting upon his retracting this Do- 


ctrine; which unleſs he did, he would have him 
burn ds; for the Papal See was then at Avignon

France. And ſhall T from hence conclude, that 
in the Days of Fohn XXII. the Catholick 
Church endeavoured to induce thoſe of her 
Communion to the Belief of the ſame Doctrine? 
T would add, that Pope Pius II. believed, that 


if there had been good Reaſons for forbidding 


Prieſts to marry, there were ſtronger for reſto- 
ring Marriage to them : Theretore in his Time 
the Catholick Church would have induced her 
Members to think like him. I could draw a thou- 
{ſand other Concluſions of the ſame Nature 
with that of Mr. Goulde. But as there would 
not be a Roaman-Catholick but would think mine 
ridiculous and extravagant, the ſame Sentence 
muſt of Neceſſity be pronounced upon his, 
And yet I ſhould have a vaſt Advantage over 
him. Tho' the Church of England looks upon 
and acknowledges her King as her Supreme and 
Head ; yet is ſhe very far from attributing to 
him thoſe Prerogatives the Church of Rome 
aſligns to the pope under the Character of her 
Head. And yet this Argument of Mr. Goulde 
has been approved by Biſhops and Doctors. 
Thus the firſt Part of his Propoſition appears ſo 
very abſurd, that the moſt goorant may eaſily 
perceive it.

This ſecond Propoſition is 
founded upon what Caſaubon ſays, according 


to Mr. Goulde, of King James, that He does 


not doubt praying to the Saints for the Neceſſi- 
ties of the Church, and believe that their Prayers 
are not uſeleſs. This Article conſiſts of Two. 
Parts, the firſt which is the very Strength of 
the Miſſionary's Argument, That the King of 
Great-Britain did not doubt praying to the 
Saints for the Neceſſities 7 the Church; and 
the ſecond, that he believed their Prayers were 
not uſeleſs. This ſecond Part will in the Se- 
quel be explained; and I ſhall ſhew , that it is 
a Tenet we willingly receive. As for the firſt, 
which is the Chief, I would deſire my Readers 
not to loſe Sight of the Anſwer which I have 
already made to it. Suppoſing that it had been 
faithfully quoted, it would not in the leaſt ſerve 
his Purpoſe. Allow that King James had by 


Caſaubon declared, That he did not Doubt (or

ties of the Church, it does not in the leaſt fol- 


low, as it muſt to draw the Concluſion he has 
drawn, That in his Days the Church of Png- 
land endeavour d to induce thoſe of her Com- 
munion to the Invocation of Saints. And cer- 
tainly, as much Head as that King was of the 


Church of England, ſhe her ſelf would have 
diſapproved and condemned him in this Point, 


as muchas ſhe would any other of her Members. 
But my ſecond Anſwer is, that T will maintain 
and prove this Quotation of Caſaubon by Mr. 
Goulde to be falſe. Caſaubon never did ſay 


thoſe Words he has cited from him; nor had he 


any Way for making him ſay them, but by 
concealing his Impoſture under a Treſpaſs 
againſt the Latin Grammar: For had he been 


at School, and committed ſuch an Error thro: 


Ignorance, he would have deſerved to have 
been. whippd. And does he not juſtly deſerve 
the Indignation of every honeſt Man, when he 


is ſo viſibly guilty of a notorious Cheat and-

F. XV. Knowing in general what Sort of a 


Man he is, I immediately concluded, that there 


was ſome foul Piece of Knavery in this; that I 
might be thoroughly ſatisfied, I enquired for this 


Work of Caſdubon, but in vain : However, 1 


have got a large Extract of it, which was ſent 
to a Friend of mine from Cambridge; after ha- 
ving been examined and atteſted by a Fellow 


ol 
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of Queen s. College. This Extract ſufficiently 
ſnewed me, that it was not without Cauſe I 
miſtruſted our Miſſionary ; for thus I find the 
Words of Caſaubon in it: Ipſius Majeſtas eos 
( ſcil. anos ) pro neceſſitatibus Eccleſiæ aſſidus 
orare non dubitat , preceſque ipſorum non eſſe 
inutiles firmiter credit. Which ought. to be 
tranſlated thus: His Majefty does not doubt, 

or Queſtion, hut that the Saints pray continu- 
ally for the Neceſſities of the Church ; and firm- 
ly believes that their Prayers are not uſeleſs. 
A School-boy who has juſt learned the Rules of 
his Syntaxis would be puniſhed, if he did not 
know that in this Sentence the Accuſative Caſe 
Eos was Antecedent to the Infinitive Mood Ora- 

re, as well in the Senſe as in the Expreſſion ; 
and that the Infinitive is govern'd by it. But 
on the contrary, the Abbot makes the Infini- 
tive precede and govern the Accuſative Caſe. 
Thus, inſtead of King James declaring by 
Caſaubon, That he does not doubt but that the 


Saints pray, he makes him ſay, that he does not 


doubt praying to the Saints. He doubtleſs ho- 
ped, that he could conceal his Impoſture under 
this Pretence, that the Latin Expreſſion is E- 

quivocal ; and therefore that it was no Knave- 
ry in him to tranſlate it as he has done. Cer- 
tainly it would have been much better for him 
to have ſinned thro Ignorance, and to have 
been only guilty of a groſs and notorious Blun- 
der: But the moſt indulgent Judge cannot help

Fg. XVI. Firft, Should I allow that Caſau- 
bons Expreſſion taken by it ſelf, and apart from 
every other, might be received in either of the 
Senſes I have juſt now mention'd , Why ſhould 
Mr. Goulde ran Headlong into that falſe Senſe - 
which he has followed 2 The very Conſidera- 
tion that the King of Great-Britain would have 
practiſed a Thing fo very contrary to the Pro- 
teſtant Religion which he profeſſed, muſt here 
have made him ſenſible, if he would have tranſla- 
ted it faithfully, that ſurely there was ſome 
Equi vocation in the Expreſſion; and therefore 
that Equity required of him he ſhould take it 


not in the Senſe favourable to the Church of 


Rome, but in that which was conformable to 
the Confeſſion of Faith of the Church of Eng- 
land, which the King profeſſed. ' To take Ad- 
vantage of an Equivocal Expreſſion , directly

F. XVII. Secondly, Theſe Words, Non du- 
zitat eos orare pro neceſſitatibus eccleſie, natu- 
rally incline us to conſtrue them thus: The 
King © does not doubt but that they pray for 
the Neceſſities of the Church.” If Caſau- 
bon had meant what the Miſſionary makes him 
ſay, twould have been natural for him to have 


turn d his Expreſſion thus; Non dubitat eos in- 
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vocare, © he does not ſcruple invoking them?? 
Or elſe if he had kept the Verb Orare, would

F. XIX. Fourthly, The Words which follow 
Preceſque ipſorum non eſſe inutiles firmiter cre- 
dit, the King firmly believes that their Prayers 
are not uſeleſs : Theſe Words, I ſay, would 
be ſufficient to clear up the Equivocation, if 
any there be in what precedes. Preceſque ip- 
forum, and their Prayers; this certainly can 
mean nothing but the Prayers offered up by the 
Saints; and conformably to theſe Words thoſe 
which precede ought of Neceſſity to be ex- 
plained. What Fuſtian and Nonſence woul 
not* Caſaubon have been guilty of, if he ha 
ſaid, © The King does not doubt ( or to ſpeak 
* more properly, The King does not ſcruple) 
* to pray to the Saints for the Neceſſities of 
* the Church; he firmly believes, that their 
“ Prayers are not uſeleſs” 2 Tnſtead of that, if 
we conſtrue his Thought as it ought to be, we 
ſhall find the whole Sentence coherent-and of 
a Piece:“ The King does not doubt but that 
* the Saints pray without ceaſing for the Ne- 
4 ceſlities of the Church, and firmly believes 
e that their Prayers are not uſeleſs.” This Pe- 
riod is made up of good Senſe, whereas in the 
other, as renderd by Mr. Goulde, there is 
none. We may here too obſerve, that he has 
omitted the Adverb firmiter, firmly ; but it is 
out of a little ſhuffling Trick, which he has a

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F. XXIII. Before I begin drawing any Con- 
cluſion from thoſe Points I have cleared, in 
relation to our Miſſionary, I believe it will 
be very proper for the true Inſtruction of 
New Converts to obſerve, that King Fames 
the Firſt does not here in the leaſt differ in 
Opinion from the Church of France. Not 
one of our Writers, that I know of, has de- 
nied that the Glorified Saints pray for the 
Church in General. Amongſt an hundred that 
J could quote on this Occaſion, I ſhall pitch 
upon the Famous and Immortal Peter du Mou- 
lin, in his excellent Book, entitled, The No- 
velty of Popery , in Anſwer to the Cardinal 
du Perron's Reply; where in the firſt Chapter 
of the Seventh Book he ſays, © We do not 
« deny the Saints praying for the Neceſſities 
of the Church on Earth. For the Fe- 
& licity of the Saints has not diminiſh'd their 
Charity; they pray for the Church in ge- 
« neral, which is here Militant, altho' they 
© are not acquainted with the Thoughts of 

Men, and do not know the Neceſſities of 
<« every particular Perſon.” This is preciſely 
the Opinion of his Britannick Majeſty ; for 
in ſaying, that the glorify d Saints pray for 
the Neceſſities of the Church, he meant, that | 
they pray God to grant unto his Church all 
the Aſſiſtance in. general, and that Portion of 
Grace, which ſhe may ſtand in need of. 


Their Prayers run all upon Generals ; they 
* Ccan- 
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cannot ask of God the exact Particulars of the 
Bleſſings which are neceſſary for the Church 
according to the different Situations in which 
ſhe may happen to be. They know in gene- 
ral that whilſt ſhe is Militant, ſhe ſtands in 
need of the Divine Protection. But they can- 
not preciſely know what particular Aſſiſtances 
may be neceſſary for her; not knowing what 
different Evils ſhe ſuffers, or to what different 


Dangers ſhe may be expoſed. They can- 


not know 'em unleſs God himſelf acquaints 
them with em, either by immediate Reve- 
lation, or by ſome other Means. If God 
thinks it proper to give them the Knowledge 
of them, then we need not doubt but that 
they expreſly pray to him to grant different 
Succours to his Church proportionably to the 
Knowledge he gives them of her different Ne- 
ceſſities. But of this we can ſpeak only in 
an hypotherical and conditional Manner. The 
Saints doubtleſs pray in Particular for the 
Nedeſſities of the Church, it thoſe Neceſſi- 
ties are particularly known to them. But 
whether God has ordered them that par- 
ticular Knowledge, is what we do not know. 
God has not in Holy Writ revealed it unto 
us, and as one of the Apoſtles has ordered us, 
we ought not to preſume farther tlian what is 
Written. 


F. XXIV. The ſame Argument will hold 
good , when we ſpeak of the particular and 
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occaſional Neceſſities of every one of the 
Faithful on Earth. King James faid, that he 
knew not from whence one could conclude 
that the Saints hear the Prayers which are 
addreſs d to them. "Twas. faying at the ſame 
Time, that they were not ſenſible of the 
Neceſſities of the Faithful, Tis evident, that 
by the ſame Faculty or Power by which they 
might hear their Prayers, they would alſo 
know all their Neceſſities External or Inter- 
nal, Spiritual or Temporal. It muſt alſo im- 
ply, that they ſhould know the Sincerity of 
their Prayers, and conſequently that they 
would ſound their Hearts and Reins. And 
yet this is a Prerogative which God in ſeve- 
ral Places of his Holy Word attributes to him- 
ſelf only, as a diſtin Characteriſtick of his 
Divinity. Thus King Fames's Opinion upon 
the Prayers offer d by the glorify d Saints for 
the Neceſſities of the Church in general, was 
extremely well-grounded, and perfectly agreed 
with the Opinion of the Proteſtants of France, 
and with that of thoſe dwelling in any other 
Country whatſoever. N 


F. XXV. This is what IT had to fay againſt 
the Two Proofs which Mr. Goulde makes uſe 
of, in Anſwer to the Author of the Antidote; 
and after having diſplay'd them, how does he 
in a triumphant Manner cry out, How did 
* this Author dare, Pray obſerve the Ex- 
preſſion, how did he dare © aſſure that it is 
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* ſalſe, that the Church of England ever 
* approved of the Invocation of Saints ” ? 
That is, ſince its Separation from the Church 
of Rome. I have much more Reaſon to 
cry out in my Turn, How does this Miſſi- 
onary dare exclaim in this impudent Man- 
ner, ſince: his Exclamation is founded only 
upon two Proofs, of which T have ſo de- 
monſtratively ſhewn the one to be ridicu- 
lous, and the other a Falſhood and Impo- 
ſture?
